Yea vvheras 
the other Socrates bragget at Xenophos 
banquer to play the Baad in procuring 
fceindship,and apointing places ro make 
men embrace other vith loue and 
kyndnes: ſo this french Socrates ( the 
great Duc of Suilly by name , or as yee 
knovy him beſt, the ritch Marquis of 
Rhony ) procured the Iyke by his Em- 
baſſage,betuein the tuo great Kings,and 
vold haue had our difſenſion in Religion 
ſouner deſeyded. then ir vas debatred,

Vould yee my Countrey in parti- 
culer, brake nou your ancient alliances 
vith France,vvhich begoud 800. years 
ago, and haue bein confirmed tuenty 
diuers tyms by fourſcoir and ten Kings, 
and year is l;Ke to contiaon ( God be 
praiſed) vith as great aduentages for ys, 
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as ve could deſyr? Surly I am aſſured as 
ve haue no occa(is, ſo hane ve no delyt, 
Bur if ye vould continou our iourney, 
ve should find no Stet or contrey in 
the vorld, vithour treues or accords 
waid betuin theſe of divers Religions,
